ed another bitter attack by Represen­ 
tative John Philip Hill of Baltimore, 
who demanded to know of Mr. Haynes 
whether or not he had had time to 
change his ruling that “no specific al­ 
coholic limit* 
be publicly fixed” 
for 
cider and other non-intoxicating fruit 
juices manufactured in the home. 
Colonel Hill commented on Mr. Hay­ 
nes’ publithed statement of yesterday 
that “indictments have 
been secured 
against fo rc e r officials, indicating an 
intention to hew to the line and play 
no favorites.” 
Urges Consistency 
“Having charged 
him with failing 
to enforce the law,” Mr. Hill said, “I 
am glad he has decided in the future 
to ‘play no favorites.’ In the past, at 
the dictatltm 
of 
the 
Anti-Saloon 
League, he has considered for certain 
classes 2.75 per centum of alcohol as 
non-intoxicating, a t the same time rul­ 
ing that home-made beer and dande­ 
lion wine were intoxicants.
